The ‘news which we publish to-day from 
our-Shanghai Correspondent cannot be said 
to be at all unexpected. It will be fresh'in 
the minds of our readers that a, short tinie 
bickxan Imperial Edict was supposed to 
have been issued condemning Tunc to 
death, and that this was shortly followed by 
nevs of his arrest and . decapitation, hoth ‘of 
the latter reports ‘being apparently most 
circumstantial. It was no long, however, 
before all three reports wete denied. No }- 
Imperial Edict was issued, TUNG was not 
arrested, and it is equally certain that he 
was not decapitated. 

It stands to reason that Tune Fo- sHSLAN, 
being the. friend and ally of Prince Tuas, 
the father of the disinherited. Heir Apparent, 
Prince Po Cuuy, cannot, in the light of re- 
cent events be exactly a persona grata ‘with 
the Empress Dowager. Furthermore Tuxe 
has gained for himself and his Kansu troops 

a great reputation in China and hence’he is’ 
greatly feared. It is only too probable that 
the Empress Dowager secs that TUNG must 
‘be got rid of in some manner or other and 
therefore the story related by a native cor- 
respondent of the orth China Daily News 
to the effect that.the Empress Dowager had 
sent a “friend” of Tuno’s to him to tryand 
‘induce him to disband the greater part of his 
troops'is likely to be substantially true. The 
story goes that Tune consented to do so and 
that the “friend” repotted favourably to the 
Empress Dowager on his return to the Court. 
It is very probable however, that TUNG met, 
cunning with craft, and promised compliance 
“with the Dowager's sukgestions merély in 
order'to gain tim and get the'“ friend” safe-’ 
ly out of the way., Viewed in this, ligh it is 
easy to find a reason for the present rising. 
"Tung sees that-he is no longer safe, and is 
“yl probably trusting to his troopsand. the fear 
‘in which he is able to hold the people to 
Taake a-bold bid for life and fortune.
